Resuming his story, Wray declared 
iliat while he lived a high life for a 
time, still he had never been extrava­ 
gant. 
He supported his aged mother 
in good style, he said, and she sup­ 
posed that he was one of the |dsing 
youiig millionaires because he vras 
connected with a bank whose direc­ 
tors are all millionaires.

enterprises

Chicago is being put under way iu Uie 
preparations of the Progress Women’s 
club for the establishment of a res­ 
taurant where .2,000 neglected, half­ 
starved children of Chicago s .^iun.s 
may receive breakfast daily, say 4 a 
Chicago dispatch. 
Aside from the unique experiment 
itself the powerful line of reasoning 
which brought the club women to 
form their plans stands out as fore­ 
running a great advance in the pro­ 
blem of delinquent children 
The new restaurant is to he dedicat­ 
ed to the proposition that by feeding 
the little ones they can be made good 
citizens, ambitious to learn and will 
gTOW up honest, instead of being in­ 
corrigible • and habitual truants and 
criminals. 
The plan as explained by 
Mrs. Daniel Munro, the ciuh presi­ 
dent and originator of the Idea is to 
establish a restaurant where school 
children under 16 years 
ci age may 
secure something to eat at a cost of 
whatever they may ♦eel able to pay. 
“If a child cannot pay even a penny, 
he will be welcomi^ to eat all he 
w’ants.” -Mrs. Munro said. 
“We make the charge so that the 
restaurant may' not become known as 
a charitable institution, for many of 
the destitute families are opposed to 
charity 
of that k lnl 
and children 
w'ould not come.” 
It is estimated lluit r»C i» er cent, of 
the 5,500 children who attend the 
Jones school and ether schools of the 
vicinity do not have breakfasts. That 
makes 1,9 80 breaUfastless pupils to he 
fed. 
The Progress club proT'Oses to es 
tahllsh a restaurant November 1. A 
cook will be hired and '-he club 
men, in sets of fomv. will serve the 
children daily. 
Investigation by the club members 
showed that for years no other dis­ 
trict of the city has equaled this one 
in the number of children who go 
without breakfast; children who are 
incorrigible, habitual truants. 
It is declared hunger causes the 
truancy and other faults of tl|e pupils 
in a large measure. The club came 
to the following conclusions: 
Moral suasion cannot overcome hun­ 
ger; moral precepts are a poor sub­ 
stitute for breakfast; Sunday school 
talk Is w'orth nothing on an empty 
stom ach; a satisfied appetite is a spur 
to mental activity; desire for food Is 
greater than desire for learning. 
The way to the heart Is through the 
stomach; feed the children and they 
will he e ^ e r to learn and easy to con­ 
trol. 
' 
They put these theories into prac­ 
tice and the result was the decision 
to establish the restaurant. 
“A number of prominent business 
men have taken an interest In the 
movement,” Mrs. Munro said. “One 
m erchant has bought 5,000 five cent 
tickets, which will be distributed by 
teachers among needy pupils.”

Cutting o f Last Bunch o f White Pine 
In Cass Riv er Co untry . 


About a year ago a statem ent ap­ 
peared in Saginaw valley newspapers 
that Richard Puray was to be credited 
with cutting the last bunch of white 
pine trees in the country tributary to 
Cass river, twelve in all, and that 
they were manufactured at Van Sickle 
& Johnson's sawmill at Caro, says a 
Bay City, Mfch., dispatch. 
But the claim was not true. 
There 
^ as another bunch standing, some­ 
thing over 100 trees on a sixty acre 
patch of land two miles east and north 
of Cass City, in Elkland township, 
Tuscalo 
county, 
the last thirty-five 
years In possession of John Stlffler. 
Recently newspapers noted the sale of 
this tract to O’Donnell & Sleefh, of 
Saginaw, 
the 
consideration 
being 


$6,0 0 0. 
The largest of the colony measures 
a little over five feet In diameter at 
the stump and the others range from 
four down to two feet. It is calculated 
this bunch of timber, which Is the 
genuine Cass river cork white pine 
vintage, will produce a little over 100,- 
000 feet of manufacturer lumber. 
In Its day the pine lumber from this 
stream had no equal in all the world, 
and 
when 
the lumbering on 
the 
stream was at its best the product 
brought the highest price of any pro­ 
duct in the west. 
And yet in 1885 Cass river cork pine 
logs were sold In the Saginaw valley 
market at $2.50, $4 and $5 a thousand 


feet, nothing containing a knot being 
accepted, and the logs must scale at 
least eighteen inches at the top. Such 
lumber as these logs produced would 
bring on the market today closely to 
$100 a thousand. 
The rise and fall of lumbering on 
C ^ s river covers a period of seventy 
years, and during that period the fin­ 
est growth of cork pine timber in the 
United States has beei^ swept away, 
and one of the finest agricultural sec­ 
tions of the state has taken the place 
of’ the solemn stillness of the dark 
green forests. 
Cass river was not so 
prolific of timber as many otiier Mich­ 
igan streams, yet it made a respect­ 
able showing and its name and fame 
in point of quality will live as long as 
the annals of Michigan lumbering are 
preserved. The first pine logs cut on 
Cass river to stock a sawmill was in 
1836.
